THB NEW LAND ' ACT. 



The casual reader of the Legislative 
reports may not liave observed that 
the new Land Act, foreshadowed by 
the'Goveni'or's Speech and laid on the 
'table;of,4he House on the second day of 
the sisssibn, has'been witlidruwn, nearly 
all the copies that were in the hands of 
members called in, and the measure 
burked. The cause of this proceeding 
is said, to be (mindl we mention it 
only on vague rumor) that the agri- 
cultural supporters of the Government, 
having read the measure, announced 
their hostility to it and their intention 
of changing sides should the Bill bo 
pressed to a second reading. If this 
rumor bo true, one is at loss to under- 
stand how honorable members who 
swallowed, with scarcely a grimace, 
the illiberal measures aflecting settlers 
of last session, which measures imposed 
gricTOUs financial burdens on the 
farming community, arc found this ses- 
sion objecting to tiie new Land Act. 
But the ways of professional politicians 
are past finding out. The wind goeth 
where it listeth, and no man questions 
it. Yet one would suppose that the 
spark of independence that eonippllcd 
members to oppose the now Land Act 
would bo fanned into a consuming 
flame as they contemplated the work 
of last year where it ail'eots settlers, and 
that a repeal of the oppressive measure 
this session would at least be demand- 
ed. A very brief space of time will 
test the sincerity of members who, 
rumor says, have entered n prote.-it 
against the new Land Act. The Land 
Act of 1870, and which it was intend- 
ed the new Act • should super- 
sedf, requires paj'ment for prc-emp- 
tors in four annual instalments of 
25 per cent, each, after survey. Clause 
one of the now Bill made the entire 
purchase money wholly duo from date 
of survey, thereby taking from settlers 
the privileges acquired under the Act 
of 1870. In plain terms the new mea- 
sure demanded cash in advance for 
land. "Positively no credit," was to 
be the Land Oflico motto that would 
stare intending purchasers with limited 
means in the face as thoy entered the 
harbor. Section two provided that 
notwithstanding any law to the con- 
trary heretoforepassed settlers should be 
obliged to pay in one or two instal- 
ments, as the case might be. That is to 
say, if under e.\.isting Acts a settler had 
bought land from the Government on the 
four-equal-instalment plan, theGovom- 
ment were to have the power to cancel 
the agreement already existing and 
substituting a new one, the terms 
of which would be so hard that 
in many cases the settlers would be 
compelled to relinquish land thoy had 
secured and located upon, and which 
they had improved under a specific 
pledge from the Government that the 
terras of payment should be in four 
yearly instalments. Failing payment 
on demand (Section 3') the land was to 
bo absolutely forfeited to tlie Crown in 
spite of any agreement previously made 
or. existing between the Government 
and settlers! Section 5 provided that 
. free grants of land to actual settlers, 
under the Act of 1875, should bo dis- 
regarded, and that.$l per acre sliould be 
paid by every pre-emptor before he 
could obtain a Crown grant of his 
land. This is a blow at the Free Grant 
system, which, in its limited applica- 
tion, has worked well and has attraetetl 
a good many valuable settler.s who arc 
assisting the Province to feed itself. 
No settler, therefore, under the Free 
Grant .system, who had settled on the j 
land could secure a deed of his land un- I 
til he had paid $1 an acre for it. j 
Section 6 required that purchased land 
should be paid for in one immediate 
payment, or the usurious interest 
of 24 per cent, would be added. 
Section 7 repealed the provision in sec- 
tion 6 of the Consolidated Act, under 
Avhich 20 acres of land may be acquir- 
ed when the amount is all that is worth 
acquiring,and provided thatno less than- 
160 acres (no matter how worthless it 
may be) should be sold to any one. Sec- 
tion 8 provided that all persons wlio 
may have taken up under the old Act 
20 or 40 or 80 or 100 acres shouUl be 
refused a Crown grant unless ho took 
up and paid for additional 140, liiO, 
100, or 60 acres as the case mii,dit 



Qecting seriously upon Judge GuAV.

A SSESSMMNT " AMENDMENT 
ACT. 

We learned last night that the Gov- 
ernment intend to radically amend 
the Assessment Act of last session. 
Tiiat is a bad piece of legislation, inas- 
much as it imposes serious burthens on 
the agricultural population. It is to 1)0 
hoped tiiat the Government have de- 
cided to heed the warning voice of the 
Op])osition and liberalize the measure. 
Wo begin to feel encouraged. 



Evans and tlio Judiciary. 



Eorrou Colonist: — It is very gen-

C'a[)t. Evans' oxpiaiiatiou, qualification 
or whatever it might be called, which 
he oflered when called to account for 
the scandalous observations ho had 
used. 

There can be no (juestidn that tliis 
lion, member must either substantiate 
his charge (and it is a very grave one) 
or sit under the imi)utatiou of being a 
base libelle)'. I submit that this com- 
munity can never consent to this mat- 
ter being regarded as disposed of, and 
settled by the lame excuse oflereil by 
Evans in his place in the House. It 
would be diflicult to find any subject 
u])on which a British community are 
more justly sensitive than the integrity 
and honor of their J udges. Wo pride 
ourselves that in the administration of 
British laws we have neltlier Judges 
that can bo approached nor jurors to be 
bribed. Therefore I .say that tho gro.ss 
oU'enco of which Evans has been 
guilty cannot be pa.ssed over 
without further notice. Tho on- 
ly reply given by Ca.]it. Evans 
is that "/(fl made no direct clKiriji^;" but 
he did what was infinitely worse — he 
took tho coward's way, dealt in a con- 
temptible insinuation, and assigned no 
grounds whatever for so doing. At the 
close of the observations upon tho sub- 
ject I notice the .second member for the 
City, facetiously by Dr. Ash termed 
" Bob Smith's succe.ssnr,'' counselled 
(Japt. Evans to taico no further notice 
of the matter. 1 opine jMr. Vvilson 
will yet have to learn that such is not 
the wish of a large number of his con- 
.stituents, for Capt. Evans is in du- 
ty bound either to justify the disparag- 
ing expressions he made use of or to 
humbly apologize to an insulted judge 
and an indignant community.

The poisoning of two children by ac- 
onite in Norwicii is a remarkable case. 
It ap])cars that on Saturday a little 
girl of D. W. Cilark and a son of Mr. 
\Varren L. Goss, each 5 or 6 years old, 
were making " ice-cream " from snow, 
at tho residence of Jlr. Clark. They 
flavored the mixture with vanilla ex- 
tract, and finding it not flavored 
enough to suit them, the little girl went 
for more vanilla; this tirnc she got hold 
of an aconite bottle, and used its liquid 
contents freely. The effects were soon 
apiiarent, a physician was sent for, and 
ordered brandy among other antidotes. 
Hero came in the ])rohibition vote late- 
ly passed by Norwich. The druggist 
hail been prosecuted or threatened for 
selling brandy, and tho law was so ri- 
gidly enforced that the article could not 
readily be found. Finally «, druggist 
was found who had some, and to save 
the lives of the children ho was per- 
suaded to let some of it go. It came 
in good time, for tho limlos of the chil- 
dren had become numl.) and paralyzed. 
The brandy stimulated the circulation 
and roused the children. Their lives 
wore saved at tho last moment. But 
t!io druggist is to bo prosecuted.

Hon, Mr. Boavon said ho considered 
tho extension to tho 30th Juno quite suf- 
licient, besides which it would bo remem- 
bered that the Government have to pro- 
vide for two very heavy payments, name- 
ly for interest and sinking fund, ono in 
January and ono in July. This change 
will considerably upset the present ar- 
rangements. 

Mr. Smithe eaid even admitting that 
the Government were obliged to remit 
in April and October, yet tliis change 
could only affect one payment, and ho 
thought that if tho date was fixed at SOtli 
September it would give tho Government 
plenty of time to remit to London, and 
by doing thia they would be extending a 
boon to tho agricultural settlors, who aro 
as a rule not in funds till after the har- 
vest. 

Mr. Wilson said tliat if the fiscal 
year was to close in June the taxes should 
alao bo paid in then. 

A vote was then taken and th.o clause 
pa.'ised as read. 

Clause 2. — Pioferring to tho 13th sec- 
tion of the .•Vsae.'^Bment Act passed. 
Passed. 

Clause 3. — Referring to the date of col- 
lecting the School Tax also passed. The 
committee rose and the Bill passed its fi- 
nal reading.

The hon. Attorney-General laid before 
the House yesterday additional papers re- 
lating to tho non-fulfilment by Canada of 
tho Railway Clause of tho Terms of Union. 
A dispatcli from Lord Carnarvon, dated 
19th July, 1877, 8.ays: 

"As it has been agreed to allow a rea- 
sonable time for tho settlement of cortiiiii 
necess.arj' preliminaries, which I am con- 
fident will bo industriously used, it is ob- 
viously desirable that I should now confine 
myself to a genor.al expression of the sat- 
isfiiction with ivhich I havo learned the 
acquiescence of the Provincial Govern- 
ment in tho proposal for a temporary sus- 
pension of tho negotiations and discus- 
sions upon this matter." 

A dispatch of tho 9th Sept. 1878, from 
tho Secretary of State for Canada, en- 
closes a Minute of Council io(iuesting tho 
conveyance of railway lands along the 
lino of the Fraser River. On November 
9th, last, a Minute of Council was dis- 
patched by tho Lieut. -Governor to tho 
Ottawa Government. The Minute re- 
el uestod tho views of tho present Ottawa 
Government on the reservation and con- 
veyance of land in this Province made by 
request of their predecessors. Tho Min- 
ute observed that tho land mentioned had 
been duly reserved for r.ailway purposes, 
and that every facility should and will bo 
given to the Dominion Government to en- 
able them to coniinenco railway construc- 
tion in the Prorinco at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment. 

Tho following telegraphic correspon- 
dence explains itsolf : — 
Copy of a report of a Cummittei! of the 
Honorable the. Executive Council, a]>- 
proved by J/i.f Honor the Lieiitemnit- 
Qovernor on the 10th day of January. 
1S79. 

Tho Committee of Council rocommoiid 
that his Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
bo respectfully requested to forward the 
following telegiams, which explain theni- 
sulvos, to tho Honorable the Secretary of 
State:— 

"Victoria, January 15th, 1870.

"Expected reply to my despatch of 9th 
November not having been received, 
please acquaint Government by telegram 
with your R.ailway policy, as Legislature 
meets twenty-ninth of January. Minis- 
try, anticipating a reply, havo deferred 
troubling your Government until latest 
moment. Also, please forward accompany- 
ing telegram to Imperial Government if 
their reply to Province not received,"

"To the Secretary of State, Coloniet, Lon- 
don.
